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DETAILED ACTION 

1 The Group Art Unit location and the examiner of the application has been changed. 
To aid in correlating any papers for this application, all further correspondence regarding this 
application should be directed to Dr. Geetha P. Bansal, Group Art Unit 1642. 

2. Applicant's amendment filed July 13, 2000 (Paper No: 12/A) is acknowledged. 
Accordingly, claims 1, 44-56, 63-65 have been canceled without prejudice, and claim 66 has been 
added. 

Claims 2-43, 57-62, 66 are being examined. 

3. Applicant's election of Group I (claims 2-43and 57-62, 66) is noted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 . Claims 2-43, 57-62, 66 are rejected under 3 5 U. S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

A. It is not clear in the claims what is meant by the term "operatively attached". Is the first 
binding ligand physically attached to a targeting "agent"? 
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B. It is unclear as to what is meant by a first binding ligand comprising a cytotoxic agent? 
What does the part comprising the cytotoxic agent bind to and is that different from the part the 
targeting agent binds to? 

C. It is npot clear what the term "agent" encompasses? 

D. It is not clear what the difference is between "killing tumour vascular endothelial cells" 
and "destroying tumor vasculature" is.
